AMHERST, N. S., Dec. 6.—Scores of people have been killed, hundreds of build- 


ings destroyed and a portion of Halifax set on fire by an explosion which occurred after 
the collision of an American ammunition ship and another vessel at Rockingham, ac- 
cording to telephone messages reaching here this morning. 
The explosion was so ter- 


rific that it destroyed the installation in the telegraph and telephone offices for thirty miles 
around Halifax, while it was heard at Truro, sixty-one miles distant. 


It is reported that the American munition steamer was moving out from her pier 


and was rammed broadside by another vessel. 
Instantly there was a tremendous ex- 


plosion which destroyed the two ships and killed their crews. 


The concussion resulting caused the roof of the railway depot at North street to 


collapse whij,e all the warehouses on the water front for a mile and a half were damaged. 
The premises affected in many places caught fire. 


The force of the concussion was so great that freight cars were, blown off railway 


tracks along a stretch of nearly two miles. 
Messages asking for fire engines and fire 


fighting apparatus, doctors and nurses, hospital supplies, etc., were received from Hali- 
fax by a number of localities in Nova Scotia. 
Special trains were made up with every- 


thing required that could be obtained. 


HELP FOR AFFLICTED 


At Truro, Windsor and here the city councils met this morning and decided to take 


immediate steps to render aid to the afflicted people at Halifax. 
.If is understood that 


large quantities of food were destroyed and that the citizens of Halifax may soon be 
in danger of starving. 


It was decided that carloads of food must be despatched at once. 
The damage done (o the Western Union and Canadian Pacific Telegraph companies 


and Nova Scotia Telephone Co., is so complete that it is likely to be days before wire 
communication with points outside Halifax can be restored. 


Rockingham is located well within Halifax harbor at the mouth of Bedford Basin. 


It is at the northwest portion of the harbor, and since the war has been used as an ex- 
amining station for ocean steamers. 
It was at this portion of the harbor that ex-Am- 


bassador Bernstorff and party were held and examined on their way from the United 
States to Germany.

''During1 the pro&r.ess of the framing 
of this law much was said as to ihc 
danger to the life insurance companies 
from what was termed 'the entering 
QI' the government into life insurance 
business'." said Mr. Ide. ''In the form 
in which the bill was finally passed f 
pee no such menace and I have fell 
that that menace was greatly exag- 
gerated during" the preliminary debate 
and discussion. Even the optional in- 
surance feature of the bin i.s not like 
any ordinary governmental insurance. 
It was simply intended, I believe, b> 
its promoters to provide a 
plan by 
which the enlisted men should, pay ;i 
nominal peace^ate and receive war in- 
demnity, the government paying the 
difference, thus restoring to him what 
•was termed his 'insurability.' 
"All danger that the operation of the 
so-called life insurance article may be 
used in the future as a basis for argu- 
irient in favor of g-overnmeiunl insiir- 
t nee will in my opinion be eliminate! 
if the administration realizes the ne- 
cessity of handling: this new depart- 
ment on a basis of credit 
and 
do.* it 
similar to that which is compulsory in 
the management of private corpora- 
tion's* charging- the war insurance with 
all expenses incurred. 
"No one can realize how much is go- 


ingr to be accomplished in an educa- 
tional way when the dependents of our 
soldiers find themselves receiving the 
enormous benefits which must accrue- 
under this bill and when they begin to 
realize, as they must, that this colos- 
sal'- measure made necessary ,by 
our' 
present war conditions is simply an en- 
dorsement of the value of the- under- 
lying principles of life and disability 
irisurance. The government has by this 
law' given to our business an endorse- 
ment, not of a theoretical character. 
but an endorsement backed up by p. 
financial guarantee, the magnitude of 
which no one can properly estimate. 
"The future problem before the pri- 
vate life Insurance corporations is to 
demonstrate by results that which is 
firmly believed by insurance experts of 


experience, namely, that the insurance 
business can be handled most wisely 
and economically by private corpora- 
tions managed by men who have made 
the subject :t life study. 
For one, 1 
have no fear of competition 
by 
the 
government, provided the same rules 
and restrictions apply to it as to ihe 
private corporations. If the govern- 
ment conducts this business without 
administration 
or 
overhead 
charge, 
without taxation of any kind, without 
restriction as to investment and with- 
out 
departmental 
supervision, 
fail 
comparison is out of the question. One 
important fact will, however, be forced 
ultimately upon the attention of 
all. 
namely, 
that all administration and 
clerical expense, that all losses, in fact 
i>ll outgo, not covered by actual 
in- 
come, must be borne in the last analy- 
sis by the nation and that the individ- 
ual taxpayer must foot the bill. Some- 
thing cannot be created out of nothing 
even by the government and financial 
camouflage will not long- deceive the 
people. 
"The duty of the insurance fratern- 
ity is clear. 
We must do all in our 
pcwer to support in a whole-hearted, 
patriotic way every war measure."

It was the 
concensus of opinion that the short- 
ago of birds in the cover this fall 
was due to unfavorable nesting in 191f 
and 1917, and that foxes, weasels, owls 
and hawks have taken a very active 
part in the destruction of birds and 
rabbits.

HUNDREDS OF BlilLDINES IN RUINS 


Fire Follows Terrific Explosion and 


Whole Northern Section of City is 
Mass of Wreckage—Transports in 


( - Harbor When Explosion Occurred 


AMHERST, N. S., Dec. 6.—Scores of people have been killed, hundreds of build- 


ings destroyed and a portion of Halifax set on fire by an'explosion which occurred after 
the collision of an American ammunition ship and another vessel at Rockingham, ac- 
cording to telephone messages reaching here this morning. 
The explosion was so ter- 


rific that it destroyed the installation in the telegraph and telephone offices for thirty miles 
around Halifax, while it was heard at Truro, sixty-one miles distant. 


It is reported that the American munition steamer was moving out from her pier 


and was rammed broadside by another vessel. 
Instantly there was a tremendous ex- 


plosion which destroyed the two ships and killed their crews. 


The concussion resulting caused the roof of the railway depot at North street to 


I collapse while all the warehouses on the water front for a mile and a half were damaged, 


j The premises affected in many places caught fire. 


The force of the concussion was so great that freight cars were blown off railway 


tracks along a stretch of nearly two miles. 
Messages asking for fire engines and fire 


fighting, apparatus, doctors and nurses, hospital supplies, etc., were received from Hali- 
fax by a number of localities in Nova Scotia. 
Special trains were made up with every- 


thing required that could be obtained.

The Lowell Fish and Game associa- 


tion held a very busy meeting last 
evening and discussed several Impor- 
t»nt questions relative to flsh, bird 
and game life In general. It was the 
concensus of opinion that the short- 
age of birds In the cover this fall 
was due to unfavorable nesting In 1916 
and 1917, and that foxes, weasels, owls 
and hawks have taken a very active 
part In the destruction of birds and 
rabbit*. 
Many house oats have been 


seen in the bird covers and they are 
also responsible, no doubt, • for 
the 


loss of many birds In the past. 


The association recommended as per- 


haps the best way of saving the birds: 
Removal of the trapping law so that 
anyone may trap vermin, such as fox- 
es, skunks and weasels; requesting all 
gunners 
to shoot 
gosh-hawks 
and 


the licenaf 
barred owls when seen, .and th- 
Ing of all cats. 
It was thought a 
closed season of two or three years 
on any special bird would not be of 
any assistance tn this vicinity, where 
other birds may be shot during tho 
same time. 


State feed for game birds will be 
handled this winter tha same as last 
winter by the sportsmen, Boy Scouts, 
and. by the game wardens.

FRANCE, 
Dec. 5.— (By The Associated 
Press) — How American railway en- 
gineers gallantly fought and died with 
their British comrades in arms on the 
British front before Cambrai last week 
was told today in a semi-official state- 
ment. 


"Two and one-half 
companies 


railway engineers" the statement says, 
"with a strength of eight officers and 
SOD men were encamped at Fins on 
-Nov. 30, having completed their work 
in the neighborhood. 
At 6.30 four 
officers and 2SO men went to Gouzeau- 
court, arriving at 7, and starting to 
work with Canadian engineers. 
The 
entire contingent was under a Cana- 
dian major and an American captain. 
-tne area was three miles in the rear 
of the line and none of the troops 
were armed. 
"At 7. IS German barrage fire moved 
on Gouzeaucourt after heavy shelling to 
the east. 
A number of losses were 
sustained at this time, and also among 
the men who, cut off by the German 
advance, had taken refuge in dugouts. 
Some of these men who had been cut 
off succeeded in joining- British com- 
batant units and fought with them 
during the day. 
Meantime there was 
active shelling against Fins, and the 
men there were ordered to scatter 
In the fields. 
''As the, men returned to camp they 
were assembled under arms and in- 
structions were asked 
from 
British 
headquarters. 
At 3 o'clock they were 
instructed to dig and hold trenches, 
and the men moved up and started 
work shortly afterward.

In the community we have, there- 
fore, two classes of resident aliens, 
those who are 
subjects 
of 
neutral 
countries or of our allies in the war, 
and those who are subjects of coun- 
tries at war with us. 
The relative importance of this mat- 
ter may be practically understood by 
studying the Massachusetts census for 
1915, 
and ascertaining approximately 


the number of resident aliens in the 
state who are not enemies and of 
those who are enemies or at least the 
"Ubjects of powers at war with us— 
ihe proportion each has to the popula- 
:lon 
and to each other. This. Indeed, 
s not susceptible of being accurately 
Mated from the figures obtainable, as, 
for example, it is uncertain at the 
jrcsont time to classify subjects of 
Russia and related countries and de- 
pendencies as 
^hostile 
aliens or as 


friendly aliens. The numbers of such, 
however, are not large enough seri- 
ously to atfect proportions. 
In this communication, I am, of 
course, not dealing with foreign-born 
and naturalized voters, but only with 
resident 
unnaturalized 
aliens, 
of 


friendly and hostile countries, not yet 
qualified as legal voters for many rea- 


s approximately 31 per cent, or about 
one-third of tho resident aliens in the 
state, are subjects of 
alien 
hostile 
)owers. This proportion generally ob- 
tains in the various cities and towns 
of the state. 
For instance, take the 
cities of 100,000 and over in the stati 
and we find the following to be true 
Boston has a population of 745,439, o 
vhich about S per cent-, or t>4,059, are 
aliens, of whom about 68 per cent. 01 
4,140 are resident aliens, not enemies 
and are exempt from service.

not enemies and exempt.

emies and exempt.

/ 098 are aliens, of whom about 69 per 
cent, or 4S52 are resident aliens, not 
enemies and exempt. 
.Thus it will be seen in the state and 
cities above referred to that from S 
to U pel cent, of the population are 
composed of resident aliens, and that 
from DO iv> Si per cent, of 
them 
are 
aliens, not enemies and exempt 
from 
service. 
It will be observed that the 
variance in percentages is caused 
by 
the character of the localities consid- 
ered, that is whether they are largely 
Industrial or residential. 


If we should extend our 
examina- 


tion to the smaller cities and towns we 
would find a similar variance. For ex- 
ample: Chelsea has only 1633 or ito 
per cent, of her total resident alien"" 
not enemies and 
exempt; 
Somervllle 
has 4764, or 93 per cent, of her total 
resident aliens, not enemies and 
ex- 
empt; Newton has 90 per cent of her 
total resident aliens, only 5 per cent 
ot her population, not enemies and ex- 
empt; Jledford has as resident aliens 
only about 4 1-3 per cent, of her pop- 
ulation, 90 per cent, 
of 
which 
are 
aliens, not enemies and exempt. 


It must be easily seen by the fore- 
joing figures that those aliens resid- 
ng among us, not enemies, and 
ex- 
empt from service and who are eligi- 
j]e to the positions left by the sol- 
dier boys, are large, especially 
when 
compared with the number of regis- 
"ered voters in each citv who are sub- 
lect to service.

can continue daily shipments of about 
the same amount almost indefinitely.

wholly wrong theory, and should find 
no advocacy or acceptance by the sen- 
sible and patriotic people of America. 
Business must be readjusted 
to the 
war-making function of the nation. 
"What is of superlative importance 


in the readjustment that must take 
place is that our people shall be im- 
oressed with the necessity of economiz- 
.ng in the consumption of articles of 
clothing, food and fuel, and of every 
other thing which constitutes a drain 
upon the available supplies, materials 
and resources of the country.

thing wasted now is nothing short of 
criminal.

British front before Cambrai last week, 
was told today in a semi-official state- 
ment. 


"Two and one-half 
companies of 


railway engineers" the statement says, 
"with a strength of eight officers and 
355 men were encamped at Fins on 
Nov. 
30, having- completed their work 
in the neighborhood. 
At 6.30 four 
officers and i;SO men went to Gouzeau- 
court, arriving at 7, and starting to

entire contingent was under

dian major and an American captain. 
Tho area was three miles in the rear 
of the line and none of the troops 
wero armed. 
"At 7.15 German barrage fire moved 
on Gouzeaucourt after heavy shelling to 
the east. 
A number of louses were 
sustained at this time, and al&o among 
the men who, cut off by the German 
advance, had taken refuge in dugouts. 
Some of these men who had been cut 
off succeeded in joining British com- 
batant units and fought with thorn 
during the day. Meantime there was 
active shelling against Fins, and the 
men there were ordered to scatter 
in the fields. 
*'As thf^ men returned to camp they 
were assembled under arms and in- 
structions were asked 
from 
British 
headquarters. 
At 3 o'clock they were 
instructed to dig and hold trenches, 
and the men moved up and started 
work shortly afterward.

clothing, food and fuel, and of every 
other thing which constitutes a drain 
upon the available supplies, materials 
and resources of the country. Every- 
thing wasted now is nothing short of 
criminal. 
"Up to the present there has been 
a relatively small denial of pleasures, 
comforts and conveniences on the part 
of the average citizen. 
"This cannot continue without seri- 


ous hurt to the nation and to tho 
world." 
Nor does the 
secretary favor 
"fl- 


lancing as usual." 
"The government," he says, "must. 


_f necessary, absorb the supply of now 
capital available for investment in the 
Jnited States during the period of the 
van. 
This, in turn, makes it essen- 
ial that unnecessary capital expend I - 
ures should be avoided in public and 
private enterprises.
